CE Information - Possible JIB Interception of letter to Department 
of State from Mongolian Government in exile (Taiwan) 



It A source of this office. Dr. Nicholas Poppe, who is a noted 
authority on Mongolian affairs and language reoeived a letter, dated 
27 May 1952, from Dennis Sinor, Cambridge University, England, (Enclosure 
A). Sinor, is also considered an authority an Mongolian affairs and 
teaches at Canbridge University. Sinor enclosed a copy of a letter, 
written in Mongolian (Enclosure B) with the request that the letter be 
translated within three or four days and returned. The Mongolian letter 
was from the "Independent exiled government of Mongolia" (Talma) and 
was addressed to Hr. "Chord Perkins" Department of State. It is not 
known from whom Mr. Sinor reoeived the document, but apparently he was 
requested to translate the document^ and, being unable to do so, forwarded 
it to Dr. Poppe in Seattle, Washington. 

2* Dr. Poppe was disturbed at Sinor* e failure to explain the source 
t£ the document and speculates that it is probable that Sinor was asked by 
the "British Intelligence" to translate the document. When questioned on 
the above speculation Dr. Poppe reported that his first oontact with Sinor 
was in October 1951 when Dr. Poppe received a letter from Sinor introducing 
himself as an orientalist. Dr. Poppe continued to correspond with Sinor 
oh academic I subjects of mutual interest. Dr. Poppe understands that Sinor 
was bom in| Hungary, educated in Fiance and joined the Cambridge University 
faculty after World War II. Dr. Poppe states that Sinor would not have 
reoeived thi document from the USSR intelligence services since they have 
their own' competent scholars in the M ongolia n language. Hence Dr. Poppe 
coocludap tfee translation was requested by the "British Intelligence". 

This is the first request for translation from Sinor to Dr. Poppe. 



3* Dr. Poppe believes that the documents are "obviously authentic" 
not only because of content but because of the scholarly manner in which 
the Mongolian text was written. 



U. Dr Poppe has no knowledge of the signers of this document except 
Jancbidsechin who is being considered for employment by the University of 
Washington. Dr. Poppe states that George Taylor, who is currently visiting 
Taiwan, is interested in bringing Janchidsechin to the University of 
Eashington. ^Information from another source reveals that Janchidsechin
